Government Announces All 
Affairs of State Have Been 
Entrusted to an All-Power- 
ful Committee of Five 
Pending the Definite Con- 
stitution of a Cabinet. 


PEOPLE ARE WARNED 
OF INTERNAL DANGER 


Former Minister Declares 
City to Divide Russia and 
That Opposition to Gov- 

ernment Will Be Fatal. 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 17.—Russia 
has been proclaimed a republic. 

The Government announced al the 
affairs of state had been intrusted to 
five members of the Cabinet. The 
following oficial communication was 
issued: 


“Pending the definite constitution 
of a Cabinet and in view of the pres- 
ent extraordinary circumstances all 
affairs of state have been intrusted. 
to M. Kerensky, Premier;. M. Terest- 
chentko, Minister gf Foreign Affairs; 
Gen. Verkhovsky, Minister of War: 
Admiral Verderevsk, Minister of Ma- 


rine, and M,. Nikitin, Minister of 
Posts and Telegraphs.” 


Election of the constituent assem- 
bly again has been postponed be- 
cause the work of organization 
throughout the country has not been 
completed. Elections to the ass®ni- 
bly now are fixed for Nov. 12, and 
the members are to convene Nov. 28. 

At a preliminary session of the 
Petrograd Council of Soldiers’ and 
Workmen’s Deputies Saturday, which 
was attended by soldiers who werv 
absent from the previous meeting, 
there were repassed the Maximalist 
resolutions adopted Friday putting 
forward an extremely radical pro- 
gram demanding the exclusion of all 
representatives of the propertied 
classes from power, abolution of pvri- 
vate property, the immediate dec- 
laration of a democratic republic, 
etc. 

Need of Strong Power Cited. 


The delegates also adopted a reso- 
lution setting forth that the tragic 
situation of the country made neces- 


sary the constitution of a strong r2v- 


olutionary power, free from all com- 
promise with the counter revolution- 
ary bourgeoise elements, and an- 
nouncing they had decided to con- 
voke immediately a general confer- 
ence of representatives of the whole 


organized democracy for the settle- | 


ment of the question of constituting 


a power capable of leading the coun- | 


try until the time the constituent :s- 
sembly assembles. 


The resolution adds that until this 
conference is summoned the present 
Government will remain in power. 
working in close union with the revo- 
lutionary democracy, which is in- 
vited to give energetic support. If 
necessary, the resolution says, the 
Government will act in close co-op- 


eration with a committee for the) 


safety of the revolution. 

The people are called on to await 
patiently the summoning of the con- 
ference and to abstain from arbitrary 
or illegal acts. At the close of the 
sitting it was announced the confer- 
ence would be held in ss ge not 
later than Sept. 25.

iy ge Keeps Investors Informed 
While Crowds Watch Work at 


Attempt. 

QUEBEC, Sept. 17.-—Thousands of 
Spectators along the St. Lawrence 
River today watched the great engi- 
neering feat of raising the central 
span of the Quebec cantilever bridge 
into position, 150 feet above the 
river, which was begun today. The 
span, 640 feet long, which is the 
longest in the world, was brought to 
the site at high tide and held until 
the water receded and left it sus- 
pended on four great steel chains at- 
tached to immense jackscrews. It 
was the breaking of one of these 
chains which caused a loss of 14 lives 
during the second attempt to raise 
the span last year. ‘ 

At $:45 o'clock, the tide having 
fallen, lifting was immediately be- 
gun, although so slowly that the mo- 


tion was hardly perceptible. 


Between this city and the Montreal 
stock market, brokers’ wires were 
set up to tell the story of success or 
failure to anxious investors in the 
stock of the builders of the bridge. 

The structure when completed will 
cut the railroad journey between 
Halifax and Winnipeg by half a day. 
The steel used in the construction 
weighs 180,000,000 pounds, and the 
total cost will be $11,000,000.

FRENCH AVIATOR 


CHIEF INU. . FLYS 
AT SCONT FIELD 


Capt. Boyriven Goes Up for 30 
Minutes in Newly Arrived 
Curtiss Machine. 


“STUNT FLYING” IS BEGUN 


Curtain Instructor Loops the 
Standard, as Well as Other 
Type of Machine.

Capt. A. Boyriven, chief of the 12 
French aviators in the United States 
helping to instruct students, reached 
Scott Field, near Belleville, this 
morning on. a tour of inspection, and 
after looking over the field, made a 
30-minute flight in one of the nine 
new Curtiss machinés which reached 
the field Saturday. 

When he appeared several ma- 
chines were in the air and others 


were being prepared for flights. It 
was one of the latter which Capt. 
Boyriven used. He attempted no 
fancy flyign, merely cireling over 
the field, 

Instructor Loops-the- p. 

The first “stunt” flying atin field 
with a Curtiss airplane, was done by 
W. H. Crouch, a civilian tnetrtetor, 
who followed Capt, Boyriven into the 
air.. He looped-the-loop several 
times, 

Crouch said that late Saturday he 
looped-the-loop three times in one of 
the Standard machines at the field, 
and that so far as he knew, no other 
aviator ever had attempted the feat 
in a Standard machine. 

Scott Field also is being inspecte: 
by Maj. O. A. Brinley of the Signal 
Reserve Corps, stationed at Wash- 
ington. Maj. Brinley is t charge of 
the flying and care of the machines. 
He is visiting all aviation fields to 
work out a tniform system of ia- 
struction. 

Nine Curtiss machines were fe- 
ceived at the field Saturday, making 
14 airplanes of hand, It is expeetet 
72 machines will be on hand in a 
short time. 


Capt. Boyriven, who was wounded 


three times in action, wears the Le- 
gion of Honor decoration, Won by a 
night flight on a bombing expedi- 
tion over the German lines more 
than two vears ago, Hé wae the first 
French aviator to make such a flight

Petrograd Reports Russians Are 


Reais Attacks.

BERLIN,’ via London, Sept. 17.— 
The official statement of yesterday 
reported activity only on the British 
front; saying: 

“The artillery waisaie was varied 
in extent, being especially intense at 


j the Ypres-Menin road, where violent 


waves of fire were directed against 
our fighting zone. Several British bat- 
talions attacked there, but the as- 
sault collapsed almost everywhere 
with heavy losses. North of the road 
‘the enemy forced his way into our 
foremost trenches on a breadth of 
about a company. 

’ “Southeast of Arras, the enemy’s 
fire suddenly increased to the great- 
est intensity in the afternoon. After 
creating an artificial fog the British 
broke forth on a front of 600 meters 
near Cherisy. Flame throwers and 
armored cars were used to make a 
way for the storming troops. Our 
powerful. defense with artillery and 
machine guns broke down the en- 
emy’s thrust. Where the enemy 
reached our trenches he was thrown 
back in hand-to-hand fighting. At 
the same point the enemy repeated 
the attack shortly before nightfall. 
Again the attack broke down with 
heavy losses.” 

British Official. 

LONDON, Sept. 17.—Troops of 
English and Scottish regiments made 
successful raids last night on the 
German trenches in the Arras and 
Somme regions. Many Germans were 
killed in their dugouts‘and prisoners 
were taken. The statement says: 

“During the night successful raids 
were carried out by English and 
Scottish regiments against the Ger- 
man positions southeast of Gavre le. 
east of Epehy and in the neighbor 
hood of the Arras-Douai Railway 
Several prisoners were taken and two 
machine guns captured. Many of 
the enemy were killed in his dugouts. 
Dumps and trench mortar emplace- 
ments were destroyed with expio 
sives.”’ 

Yesterday’s official statement said: 

“Following their successful raid 
yesterday afternoon west of Cherisy 
our troops raided enemy ‘trenches in 
this neighborhood a second time last 
night and penetrated the German po- 
sitions as far as the western outskirts 
of Cherisy. Our casualties were 
slight. In addition to the prisoners 
taken by us and the enemy’s casual- 
ties in wounded, over 70 Germans 
were killed in the course of these twp 
raids. His dugouts and defenses 
were completely wrecked. 

“Early this morning the enemy 
counter attacked north of Ivernuss 
Cepse in an endeavor to retake the 
letrong point captured by us yestor- 
day in this area. This attack was re- 
pu!sed.”’

Inhabitants Reported to Have Begun 
Leaving Ostend. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 17.—Accord- 
ing to the Handelsblad, the popula- 
tion of the Belgian city of Roulers, 
behind the German front, has been 
removed and the transportation of 
the inhabitants at Ostend has been 
begun. The newspaper says 2000 per- 
sons have departed from Courtrai, 
and that many Belgians have been 
forced to work on the defenses of 
Tourceing.

However, I am pleased to say that he 
reformed,.as it were, and I was in- 
formed by my inspectors that he had 
finally made his camp one of the 
best in Germany. 

Much as I should have liked to, 
i could not.spend much time myself 
in visiting the prison camps, many 
duties and frequent crises kept me 
in Berlin, but members of the em- 
bassy were. always traveling in this 
work of camp inspection.. 

For some time my reports were 
published in parliamentary “White 
Papers,’ but in the end our Govern- 
ment found that the publication of 
these reports~irritated the Germans 
to such a degree that the British 
Government was requested not to 
publish them any more. Copies of 
the reports were always sent by me 
both to Washington and to.London, 
and handed to the Berlin Foreign 
Office. 


Reprisals Over Submarine Hileman:

RULES TO SAFEGUARD DONORS 
FROM FRAUDULENT ‘CHARITIES 


Chamber of Commerce Committee 
Issues Guide to Insure Funds 
Reaching Worthy Organizations.,: 
The Charities Committee of the St. 

Louis Chamber of Commerce has is- 
sved eight rules for assisting donors 
to distribute their funds to worthy 
ch ies. The committee points out 
that the beginning of the fall sea- 
son solocitations for money usually 
come heavy. The rule@ are: 

1. Do not give to collectors just to 
get rid of them—frauds flourish on 
such folly: 

® Ask solicitors to show their 
credentiale—they should carry prop- 
er credentials signed by an officer of 
the organization they represent, and 
written on its official stationery. 

3. It is safest to mail your check 
directly to the treadurer of the or- 
ganization, and not give it to the so- 
licitor, 

4. Beware of an _ organization 
which cannot give a better addréss 
than a postoffice box number. A 


; bona fide organization will have a 


street address. 

. 6. Every reputable’ charitable 
agency has a board of managers to 
direct its work and control its finan- 
ces—beware of ‘‘one-man”’ organiza- 
tions. 
6. A charitable organization, if 
run properly, should have its ac- 
counts satisfactorily audited annual- 
ly, and should be willing to make a 
public annual financial statement. 
Refuse to contribute to any organiza- 
tion that .is not willing to do this. 
Consult our booklet listing “andorege 
Charities.”’ 


7. Remember that fraudulent 
charitable enterprises are as often 
conducted by women as men—the 
fact that a woman solicitor appeals

ways look for the nearest excava- 
tion being made and fill from there, 
if distance permits.. As a’ matter of 
fact, in every trench there is a con- 
tinuous revetting, widening of com- 
munications or control trenches, or 
driving of a tunnel to a listening 
post. 

In as much as the time for filling 
sandbags is never ending, if work is 
being done and the earth is not ab- 
solutely needed for parapet or par- 
ados, the earth, if dry, should be put 
‘in sandbags, andif necessary, stored 
until it is needed. The repair work 
that is most necessary takes prece- 
dent. Any damage to parados or 
traverses should be immediately at- 
tended to. During the night any 
damage to the wire entanglements 
must be repaired. Drainage comes 
next in order of importance, and 
this involves the digging of sumps 
and deepening of the drainage bot- 
tom. These are the repairs, but im- 
provements must continually be 
made in the dugouts and communi- 
cation trenches. 

The ultimate design of a fire 
trench depends upon its closeness to 
the enemy. When ‘the latter are 
within 159 yards, the traversed fire 
trench shown in sketch should. be 
employed, as it proviles adequate ac- 
commodation and protection for men 
who may at any moment be called 
upon to make use of bomb, bayonet 
and bullet; but if the eremy trencnes 
are more than 150 yards distant, the 
ultimate design would depend upon 
the number of machine guns and au- 
tomatic rifles avuilable. 


“T” Shaped Fire Trench. 
Each of these guns has a firing 
capacity of about 25 rifles and gives 
a reduction in the number of men 
required to hold the iine, and in con- 
sequence reduces the amount of 
trench needed to protect these men. 
A design, known as the “T’’-shaped 
fire trench, makes an adaptable basis 
for entrenching these conditions. 
Many lengths of a continuous 
versed trench have no great field of 
fire, and yet, having been dug, they 
must be held, and unless properly 
held and kept in repair, they nat- 
urally become a source of danger. 
As shown in the sketch, a traversed 
trench consists cc’ a series of fire- 
bays interrupted by a series of 
traverses.' The object of these be- 
ing to loc..iize the effect of shells or 
bombs landing in a fire bay and pre- 
venting enfilade fire down the length 
of the trench. as well as localiziig 
any entry of the enemy into your 
line.

Professionals Almost Obsolete. 

XCEPT in fighting, billiards, 

‘ baseball and wrestling, pro- 
fessionalism is on the wane. Time 
was when rowing, running, golfing 
and even tennis professionals not 
only played important matches for 
big money, but their performances 
hopelessly outclassed the simon 
pures. 

The origin of the distinction be- 
tween professional and amateur lay 
in the need of distinguishing be- 
tween the greater skill of the man 
who followed athletics as a vocation 
and that of the dilletante, or ama- 
teur, who pursued it merely as an 
avocation. 

It was argued that the profession- 
al, who had plenty of time to perfect 
his skill, ‘naturally had the advan- 
tage of the nonprofessional. 

Today in tennis, golf, rowing ~ 
and track and field sports the 
professional is obsolete. His 
marks have been wiped away 
by the despised amateur of oth- 
er days. 

Nowadays it's the amateur who 
ought to discriminate in the profes- 
sional's favor and give him a handi- 
cap, reversing the former conditions. 

There are several reasons: 

1. The existence of players rich 
enough to devote all their time to 
self-development. 

2. The intensive specialization re- 
ceived at the hands of pald coaches.
